Whatever may be the intention of Rus- 
sia, everything is being prepared, as il 
tor war, in that direction. The re- 
nerves are out, ostensibly for drill. 
Two hundred and forty thousand men. 
are on tho backs of tho Prnth, or 
within 10 miles of that river, tho ru- 
bicon of the late Russo-Tnrkish war, 
and the Russian forces are amply fitted 
with pontoons aud all tho rccjuisites for 
rapid advance into the heart of the 
Balkan states. 


It' is said that Austria is in somo 


doubt as to whether to regard a Rus- 
sian advance ".toward the Balkans as a 
cause for war, and also as to whether 
in such an event she could expect tho 
co-operation of Germany, and that this 
is one reason for tho frequent inter- 
change of dispatches between the two 
capitals.

CHICAGO, Oct. B.—Eight persons were 


almost instantly killed and a dozen 
others injured, yesterday afternoon, by 
the explosion of the tug Charles Parker 
in the south branch of the river near 
Archer-avenue bridge. Three of the 
dead belonged to the crew of the boat, 
while the others were by-standers who 
were killed by flying debris. 
The

Schaack,

and Schields, had

grounded 


in the south draw of the bridge. They 
had puffed and pulled away almost in- 
cessantly until shortly before 5 o'clock 
when, with comparatively little steam 
the boiler of th» Parker exploded. 
Columns of water were thrown into 
the air, falling upon the other tugs, 
drenching and blinding the crews. A 
moment later, the debris showered 
upon the ground on either side of the 
river. Pieces of broken iron and wood- 
work fell upon 
the docks and the 


streets. 


At the time Archer avenue near the 


scene of the accident was crowded. 
The noise of the explosion and the 
falling- wreck caused a terrible panic. 
When the spectators partially recov- 
ered their senses, it was discovered 
that eight persons were dead, while 
many moro were injured, some of them 
probably fatally.

When the feeling of fright caused by 


the catastrophe hod passed away, tho 
spectators crowded around the spot 
where 
lay 
the 
body 
of 
Mrs. 


Rice, her little daughter and the 
unknown map. Mrs. Rice lay on her 
side, her face crushed and bruised, 
while blood pirared from her mouth, 
nose and ears. By her side lay her lit- 
tle daughter. The fate of the two was 
peculiarly sad. Before the explosion 
Mrs. Riee had been standing on the 
south side of Archer avenue, holding 
the babe in her arms and in endeavor- 
ing- to escape when the crash came, her 
Ekull was crushed by a piece of iron. 
At the same moment her little daugh- 
ter was struck on the head by a piece 
of the furnace door. 


On the other shore, Bartholomew 


Curtin and Richard Powers, boys aged 
10 and 12, were standing watching the 
tugs. Curtin was struck on the head 
by an iron bolt and fell to the ground. 
His skull hnd been cut open and the 
brains were oozing out when he was 
picked up. Young Powers * was also 
struck by the flying missiles and in- 
jured. 


As the air cleared after the explosion, 


the Parker was seen rolling slowly and 
settling, stern foremost, into tho water. 
A moment later Jos. Cullen and Henry 
Bell, were seen struggling in the water. 
Life lines were thrown to them and 
they were helped on board one of the 
other tugs. Cullen's flesh was almost 
parboiled, and in clinging to the -life 
ropes the skin was torn from his hands. 


The explosion was a peculiar one. 


The fatalities on shore in each case oc- 
curred some distance from tho wrecked 
tug and in places where the victims 
•would seem to be in almost perfect 
safety. 
The almost unanimous opinion of 


vessolmen is that the explosion was 
caused by the filthy water in the river. 
It is so full of grease and dirt of every 
sort that when it gets into a boiler it 
foams up just like soap suds, which 
makes it very dangerous.

Dr. Oneal preached from the text: "Ye 


are deBd and your life is hid with Christ 
in God," Col. 3:3, His sermon was at- 
tentively listened to and had the effect 
of inspiring confidence in the ability of 
the new pastor. The doctor proved him- 
self an easy and pleasant pulpit orator, 
with more than ordinary power in mak- 
ing his subject clear. He said in part 
that the words of the text presented an 
apparent contradiction—"Ye are dead— 
your life is hid"—implying that we may 
be dead and alive at the same time. 
Either it is a contradiction or there is a 
deep and hidden sense in which it is trne. 
We think there is a deep sense in which 
this is true. There is much of mystery 
in. our religion, much that is veiled in 
mystery; some reject Christianity be- 
cause they cannot understand it; by false 
credibility they leject that which is true; 
it will not do to reject that which you 
cannot understand; the facts of nature 
and of life which we accept are full ol 
myatery. What is life? what is matter? 
what is the relation of life to matter? 
how are they united? Some say that lite 
is in the brain, others that it is in the 
spinal cord, others that it is in the heart, 
and still others that it is in the blood. 
Who knows? I do not know; nobody 
kno*e, Is We a reality? Poets say it is 
a dream, a vision of the night; we are 
born out of sleep and die into sleep. 
These unanswerable questions are before 
us: Why does evil exist? Why do the 
innocent suffer on account of the guilty? 
To all these we get no answer. Here are 
truths you must accept by faith it you 
accept them at all. We believe the earth 
revolves about the son; but who can ex- 
plain it? Ask the scientist how the earth 
revolves and he will tell you that it re- 
volves on its axis; bnt when you ask 
what the axis is he will answer thut it is 
an imaginary Hue drawn through the 
earth's center from pole to pole. Think 
of an imaginary line throwing light on 
such a question. We believe these things 
for the same reason that we believe tbe 
bible and Jesus Christ—we wore taughl 
it. 
We believe the divinity of Christ be 


cause we are taught that he is divine bf 
the Holy Spirit, and we accept it jus 
as we accept the teaching ot men on 
other subjects. The mind cannot com 
pass that which is larger than itself anj 
more than a bucket can contain the 
oceans. There are truths larger than th 
mind, and that which is larger than the 
mind must lie out in the realm of the ur. 
known, and must be accepted by faith 
the mind, like the bucket, may dip am 
get all it can hold, butjtill the ocean of 
fact is wide as before; the mysteries of • 
God are in that realm. 
On the same 


ground that wa might reject Christ we 
would reject some of tho most common 
things now in use. We may know the 
fact, bat the method of the fact is un- 
known. 


Thie analogy was carried out nicely to 


the conclusion of the sermon. 


The evening service was also well at-
